New York is usually thought of as 
being directly west from London. It 
is however, despite its far 
rigorous climate, 900 miles nearer the 
equator than is the British capital. 
The bleak coast of Labrador is direct- 
ly west of London. The same line

MORE BARLEY. 


According to statements recently 
issued by the large grain dealers a 
new era has dawned for Alberta 
products, especially barley. They 
attribute this to a large extent to 
the opening of the new western 
route for export, and the local 
market price for barley has already 
advanced considerably. It is prob- 
able that another reason for the 
advance in price lies in the fact 
that one of the shippers has made 
special preparations for shipment 
of crushed barley to Mexico and 
other southern countries, where it 
is used largely as a stock food. 

Heretofore, however, the price 
paid the farmer has been ne¢essar- 
ily low, and, as a consequence, 
barley has been grown chiefly to 
rotate crops, with a small amount 
for the farmer’s use. 

The dealers now find that there 
is little export barley to be had 
and are urging the farmers, through 
their local agents, to grow more 
barley, even offering to supply seed 
at a reasonable price.--Exchange.

Sir Thomas G. Shatighhessy, | 
President of the Canadian Pacific 
Railway Company, writes from 
Montreal to R. Insinger, chairman

are on strike. The British Columbia 
Copper company depended upon this 
company for its coke supply, having a 
contract for the entire output of the 
ovens, so that when its thirty days 
reserve was exhausted it had no al- 
ternative but to close its smelter and

mines. The closing down of these 
properties means the throwing out of 
work of over 400 men besides meaning 
a still further reduction in the C.P.R. 
train crews through the shutting down 
of freight traffic between the mines 
and the smelter. 

The throwing out of. work of 80 
many employees of the C. P. R. 
throughout this country and the shut- 
ting down of the British Columbia 
Copper company’s properties is a seri- 
ous thing for the business interests 
not only of Nelson, but also of the 
whole of the Kootenay and Boundary 
districts. Another unpleasant feature 
of the situation is that the cogl stocks 
throughout the country are beginning 
to run short, due to the fact that all 
the mines from which the supplies 
were drawn are closed down. The big 
Granby smelter at Grand Forks, of 
course, secures its fuel supply from 
the Crow’s Nest Pass Coal company 
and so is not affected. 

The Consolidated Mining and Smelt- 
ing company’s smelter at Trail, and 
their mines at Rossland, Phoenix, San- 
don and Moyie are still operating 
without showing any effect of the 
strike, for the management had looked 
ahead and had a large reserve sup- 
ply’of fuel on hand when the struggle 
began, and claims to be in a position 
to secure additional supplies as soon 
as required. Other industries, how- 
ever, as well as the general public, are 
beginning to feel the pinch. As a mat- 
ter of fact, the Crow’s Nest Pass Coal 
company is mining enough coal to 
keep this district from want if its 
product were being marketed here.

$78,810,000. It is pointed out that the 


increased expenditure is due mainly | 


o old age pensions and appropria- 
tions for the navy. 

Dealing with the last year’s finances, 
the chancellor says that nearly all 
branches of trade and industry. suf- 
fered a serious depression. The foreign 
trade returns showed a diminution in 
values to the amount of nearly $570,- 
000,000 as compared with 1907. 

The chancellor adds that it is im- 
possible to prophesy any immediate 
rapid recovery, but he is of the opin- 
ion that there are some indications 


that foreign trade is beginning to im- | 


prove. The revenue for 1908 fell 
short off the budget estimate by 
$7,510,000. 

The national debt now amounts to 
$3,770,605,545. 

An outline, of the government’s new 
financial programme was given in the 
commons by Chancellor of the Ex- 
chequer Lloyd-George and includes 
provision for four Dreadnoughts en- 
tailing four per cent. increase on in- 
come tax for two years; income tax at 
present is five per cent. Old age pen- 
sions to be extended to embrace 
pauper class, and scheme of insur 
ance to guard workers against non- 
employment to be put into effect. In 
distributing funds the treasury will 
make a million dollar grant for the 
promotion of agriculture. It is pro- 
posed, the chancellor declared, to 
raise eighty-two and a-half million 
dollars by extra taxes on automobiles; 
gasoline will be taxed four cents a 
gallon. 


Big Canal Scheme Fully Considered 


Ottawa.—At a special general meet- 
ing eof the federated boards of trade 
and municipalities of Canada, a resol- 
ution was passed declaring that the 
Georgian Bay ship canal was a prac: 
ticable proposition and necessary to 
the expanding transportation interests 
of the Dominion whieh the goverm 
ment should at once construct, and 
that in the event of the Dominion 
government being unable to imme- 
diately finance such work as a natural 
| undertaking, the scheme should be 
‘handed over to a private corporation 
to be carried out provided that the 
public interest was sufficiently safe- 
guarded. 

This gathering was for the express 
|purpose of dealing with the canal 
scheme, and it was one of the most 
notable conferences ever held in Ot- 
tawa. Corporations and municipali- 
ties from the east to the west were 
represented. 

The conference was disposed at first 
to endorse the proposal of an English 
syndicate headed by Sir Robert Perks 
and Sir Alexander Henderson to con- 
struct the canal at an estimated cost 
of a hundred millions provided the 
government guaranteed the, interest 
on their bonds of 3% per cent.; the 
government and company would share 
equally the revenue; the tolls charged 
would be under government control; 
and the government would reserve the 
right to take over the scheme at cost 
to the company on a day’s notice 
However, the course indicated by the 
resolution was adopted. 


Uncle Sam to Conserve Water Power 

Washington.—A highly important 
announcement was made by Secretary 
of the Interior Ballinger bearing on 
the subject of conservation of water 
power and protection of water power 
It shows that the administra- 
tion is fully alive to the importance 
of protecting power sites throughout 
the country. 

Secretary Ballinger has ordered the 
director of the geological survey to 
make at once an investigation of water 
power sites within the public domain 
and not in forest reserves, with a view 
to recommending legislation to protect 
these from falling into the hands, as 
the order says, of monopolistic and 
speculative interests. 


Australia and the Navy 


Sydney, N. 8. W.—Great efforts are 
being made to remove the question 
of naval defence from the region of 
party politics. Probably the amend. 
ment to the address when payliament 
meets will propose that all action be 
deferred until the conference with the 
imperial experts decides the best use 
to which the resources of Australia 
can be put, The Herald says:—‘‘We 
do not want encomiums dictated by 
political politeness, but explicit ad- 
vice from the admiralty,”

Natural Resources Commission 


Ottawa.—Hon. Sydney Fisher’s bill 
to: create a permanent commission on 
conservation of the natural resources 
of Canada was given a second read- 
ing. The minister of agriculture ex- 
plained that the conservation confer- 
ence at Washington, at which Canada 
was represented, had recommended 
the establishment of a permanent 
commission to look after the resources 
of this country, and this bill was the 
result. The commission is to be com- 
posed of thirty-two members and a 
chairman. Three of these will be ap- 
pointed -by the federal government 
one from each province, usually the 
minister in charge of the lands of the 
province, and twenty members  ap- 
pointed by order-in-council. The com- 
missioners will not be paid and will 
receive only their travelling expenses 

There will be an office in Ottawa 
under the civil service, in charge of 
a secretary. 


From Cattle to Wheat 


Calgary.—Brooks, 110 miles east of 
Calgary, once the headquarters for 
antelope hunting and one of the great 
live stock shipping points, having the 
most complete and largest stockyards 
in the province, is now showing a dif- 
ferent aspect. At present over twenty: 
five irrigation surveyors are at work 
laying out an irrigation ditch. Several 
cars of immigrants are unloading and 
will turn the ranges into big wheat 
fields. Every day loads of home- 
seekers leave to insnect land. Brooks 
is the gateway to the great irrigated 
lands where so much development is 
now taking place. 


Treking to Northern Lands 
Edmonton.—There is a heavy trek 
of settlers throueh Edmonton north- 
east to the Saddle Lake country and 
northwest to the Peace River valley. 
In one day forty persons, among 
whom were ten women, left by ox 


The train consisted of sixteen ox 
teams. The women are accommodated 
in a comfortable caboose. The outfit 
consists of tools, implements, food and 
household effects. necessary to begin 
farm operations. Most of the people 
are from Ontario. 


Calgary Brigade Camp 

Calgary.—It is estimated that 1,000 
will be at the brigade camp held here 
from June 29 to July 10. The follow- 
ing regiments are expected:—Il5th 
Light Horse, 21st Alberta Rangers, 
20th Alberta Hussars, 19th Alberta 
Mounted Rifles, and detachments of 
the army ordnance and medical corps, 
and Royal Canadian Mounted Rifles. 


Banks in Southern Alberta 

Calgary.—Banks are wonderful facts 
in Southern Alberta. Within the past 
few months the Bank of Montreal has 
opened a branch at Cardston, and the 
Bank of Commerce, the Monarch, and 
Union bank are now establishing at 
Sterling, Two new banks have only 
recently opened at Lethbridge. 


Athabasca Landing Railway 

North Battleford, Sask.—The con- 
tractor and construction gang are ex- 
pected here inside of a month to 
commence operations on the Atha. 
baseca Landing line. Fifty miles of 
this line will be built this year as far 
as the Turtle lake. This will traverse 
one of the finest grain-growing dis- 
tricts in Saskatchewan.

‘SCOTCH COMMISSION MEMBERS 
ARE NOW BUYING LAND 


indications of increase | 


As a Result of the Recent Visit of the 
Scotch Agricultural Commission, 
the Members Have Formed a Syn- 
dicate and Will Purchase at Least 
10,000 Acres of Land for Growing 
Wheat Only, Probably in Alberta 

| Winnipeg.-—Last summer the prairie 

provinces‘of Western Canada were 

visited by a Scotch agricultural com- 


mission, the members of which were 
|named by the imperial government. 
The members were engaged in farming 
on a large seale in the old country, 
and they were specialists in the vari 
|ous branches ot grain growing and 
| stock raising. The instructions given 
| them by the imperial government was 
| to see as much as possible of the west, 
j}and to make a full and complete re- 
| port on the adaptability of the country 
|for the production of all classes of 
jgrain, This report was published this 
{year and was very satisfactory to 
| those who are interested in the de- 
velopment of Western Canada. 

During the past week J. M. Hodge, 
one of the members of the commission 
and one of the largest and most suc- 
cessful farmers in Perthshire, Scot- 
land, arrived in the city with the in- 
tention of purchasing at least 10,000 
acres of land for growing wheat only. 
This land will be bought in the 
interests of a syndicate composed 
of the commissioners and a few of 
their friends. The plan of the syndi- 
eate is to bring out a number of 
| Scotch plowmen and place them on 
the land. Canadian farm laborers 
will also be employed, and if it should 
seem desirable, an interest in the farm 
will be sold to the men who are doing 
the actual work. 

J. Bruce Walker, speaking of the 
proposed purchase, said:—‘‘This ac- 
tion on the part of the visitors who 
came to Canada last year from Scot- 
land is the most eloquent testimony 
they can give regarding the opportuni- 
ties which this country presents. The 
report of these delegates may or may 
not “be widely read, but one can 
fail to see the meaning of this purt- 
chase. Mr. Hodge was in the offices 
of the department of immigration dur- 
ing the week and discussed the pro- 
ject fully. He is now in Lethbridge 
with an officer of the department, and 
is making further inquiry regarding 
the productive possibilities of the soil 
there. He has with him a thoroughly 
practical Canadian farmer, who will 
‘probably manage the farm. It is pos- 
sible that irrigated lands may be pur- 
chased by the syndicate. If this is 
not done land may be taken near Red” 
! Deer, to which point Mr. Hodge will 
go from Lethbridge. The proposal is 
to grow wheat exclusively, and some 
fifteen sections will be bought imme- 
diately. Additional land may be~ 
bought later. A few Scotch plowmen 
| will be sent to the land, but most of 
the help will be secured in Canada. 
All. necessary buildings will be 
erected and the farm will be operated 
in a practical manner, all the best 
methods being adopted. It will be im 
every way a model farm, and the 
Scotch delegates are satisfied that it 
will be operated at a handsome profit. 
The news regarding the action on this 
part of these delegates will be made 
widely known in Scotland especially, 
and it cannot fail to have a wide- 
spread influence on the emigration of 
the best class of settlers from the 
;mother country to these provinces,”

The origin of this illustrious order 
has been much disputed, but tradition 
has it that the choice of the emblem 
was determined by_a trivial accident. 
It appears that Joan Oountess of 
Salisbury dropped her garter of blue 
embroidered velvet when dancing 
with Edward III., and the King, pick- 
ing it up, tied it around his leg. But, 
observing the Queen’s jealous glances 
and the significant looks of his cour- 
tiers, he returned it to its fair owner 
with the remark, “Honi soit qui mal 
y pense!” (Evil be to him who evil 
thinks), adding, ‘“‘that in a short time 
they should see that 
to so high honor and estimation as 
to account themselves happy to wear 
it.”

FOREST FIRES, 


INVESTIGATION BY EXPERT. 


Forestry in Western Canada (as 
everywhere else) means far more 
than the planting of trees. The 
first. step in forestry is the preser- 
vation of forests already existing, 
and, as far as Canada—east and 
west alike---is concerned, that means 
the keeping out of fires. Some- 
thing in this direction has already 
been done in Canada, but: much re- 
mains to be done. 

Forest fires in the Rockies, their 
effects and means of preventing 
them are discussed by Mr. H. R. 
MacMillan, 
Dominion 
December 


Assistant: Inspector of 
Forest Reserves, in the 
issue of the Canadian 
Forestry Journal. His article gives 
the result of investigations made by 
him during the season of 1908 in 
the Crow’s Nest district of Southern 
Alberta, more accurately defined as 
the valley of the middle fork of the 
Old Man river between the Living- 
stone range and the western 
dary of Alberta.

ly on the land been destroyed, but 
in some cases, all possibility of 
producing, without going to an en- 
ormous expense for artificial plant- 
ing, more timber Lor anything else] 
on the land has been taken away. 
In this Crow’s Nest valley alone 
there are, out of the 212 square 
miles of it’s total area, 85 square 
miles of such land. Originally eov- 
ered by a heavy forest of fir, it is 
now but a “’ poor, gravelly prairie, 
unfit for agriculture and of very 
little use for grazing’’. One fire 
alone does not usually have this 
effect, “‘but a second or third fire 
rarely fails to kill all the forest re- 
production’’( i. e., the little trees) 
“to destroy the remaining seed 
trees, to burn off the upper layer of 
soil, and leave a desolate waste’? 
such as the country just spoken of, 

On portions of this area nature 
has made a good start toward creat- 
ing a new forest. Sixty square 
miles of the area are coyered by a 
dense growth of young trees, the 
land so covered lying too high on 
the hillsides and being too rough, 
stony and gravelly to be fit for agri- 
culture or yaluable for grazing. All 
that this area requires in order that 
it may again be covered with dense 
forests is protection from fire. 

Thus fire protection is obviously 
the great need of the region, and 
the Department of the Interior, 
through it’s Forestry Branch, is de- 
vising means to this end. So far, 
the measures used for the protect- 
ion of forests froni fire in Canada 
have consisted of the patrol of the 
forests by rangers, who constantly 
travel through forests, keep a look- 
out for fires (discovering and ex- 
tinguishing in their beginnings fires 
which, neglected, would burn over 
miles of territory), fight fires and 
warn Campers and travellers against 
the careless use of fire, This pat- 
rol will in all probability form .the 
basis of the system of protection 
eventually put in operation, supple- 
mented by the use of ‘‘look-outs?’ 
and the telephone.
